They played the Hy- 
pocrites in outward humulity 1n /ay Prayers 
and forms of Devotion , and {o miſled 
filly Women. They graced their Do- 
frine with ſhew of Fore-fathers. They took 
away the Key of Knowledge , and neither 
would enter into life, nor ſuffer others. Thev 
told the pleople o/d Wives Fables,, and told 
Lyes in Hypocrifie. They uſed {lights and 
cunning craftineſ(s to deceive. 'I hey boait- 


| ed of their Learning, uling trophane and 
| vain babling, and oppoſitions of Sciences as 


they termed it. They pretended Revela- 


| tions, Apoſtolical Tradittwns , and alledged 
| counterfeit Writings. 'T hey had the Pro- 
phetical Women, and deceiving Propheteſſes. 
They had their Miracle-workers , Caſters 


out of Devils, and Dreamers if Dreams. 


| They would flander men's perſons, and the 
| Doftrine of faithful Teachers, and lay to 


their charge what they could not prove, ſpeak- 
ing of them contemptuouſly , and railing on 
them. Thcy boaſted to be the true Church, 
and that by Succeſſion they were of the Fa- 
thers. They would uſe fair and ſmoothing 
words, and teach with enticing words, and 
did {trive for excellency of ſreech of man's 
viſdom to deceive. When they could not 
vrevail by fair means, thus .they Pm: 
ſutborn 
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ſuborn falſe Witneſſes. T hey threatned, 
beat, impriſoned, baniſted, and ſlew the faith- 
ful Teachers and Chriſtian Believers. They 
would plot Conſpiracies to the ſhedding 0 
bboed, and the Priefs mult be acquainted 
herewith before-hand, .to encourzge them 
hereto. They would make open Inſur- 
rettions, and ſtirs up great Perionages to 
take part with them. And what Rebe/lion, 
Treafons, Conſpiracics , Inſurrettions , and 
Perſecutions this Pope hath wrought, my 
Lord Biſhop of Lincon, hath openly dil- 
covered to the World. And this { my 
Lord) is not what I could, but what I 
thought ſufficient to teſtifie at this time, 
becauſe I would not be tedious.

At length coming near, Sir Fohn 
could diſcern the firſt to be a Poet, the ſe- 
cond a Player, the third a Muſitian, alias 
the Uſher of a Dancing-School. Well met, 
Maſter Poet, quoth Sir Fob», and welcom 
you Friends alſo, though not ſo particular- 
ly known. So it is, though none of you three 
be Common-wealths men, yet upon urgent 
neceſſity , we muſt be forced to employ 
you. We have a Jary to be impannelled im- | 
mediately, which one of you three muſt 
help to make up, even he which approves 
himſelf the honeſteſt man. They are all ho- 
neſt men, and good Fellows, quoth the At- 
torney, therefore it is no great matter 
whether of them we chuſe. 

The DoCtors doubt of that, quoth the

Quoth, the Re- 
corder, you ſay Truth , they are but too 
humble ; for they be ſo lowly, that they be 
bafe-minded ; I mean.,not in their looks,nor 
apparrel, for ſo they be Peacocks, and pain- 
ted Ailes, but in their courſe of Life : for 
they care not how they get crowns, I mean, 
how baſely, ſo they have them ; and yet of 
the two, | hold the Player to be the better 
Chriſtian, although he is in his own imagi- 
nation , too full of felf-liking , and ſelt- 
love , and is unfit to be of the Jury.thovgk 
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conceal his faults & fopperies,in that I have 
been merry at his Sports, only this I muſt 
ſay, that plain Countrey Fellows they bring 
in as Clowns and Fools to laugh at in their 
Play, whereas they get by us, and of our 
Alms"the proudeſt of them all doth live. 
Well, to be brief, let him trot tothe Stage, 
for he ſhall be none of the Jury: And ſo you, 
Mr.Uſher of the Dancing-School,you are a 
leader into all Miſrule, you inſtruct Gen- 
tlemen to order their feet, when youdrive 
them to miſorder their Manners ; you are 
a bad fellow, that ſtand upon. your Tricks 
and Capers, till you make young Gentle- 
men caper without your Lands. Why Sir, 
to be flat with you, you live by your Legs, 
ass Jugler by his hand ; you are given over 
to the Pomps and Vanities of the world. 
And to be ſhort, you are a keeper of Miſ- 
rule, and a lewd fellow, and you ſhall be 
none of theQueſt.Why then,quoth the Jndg, 
the Poet is he that muſt make up thefour 
and twentieth ; He and none but he.
